The  following  pertains  to  Article  8,   Changes  in  Protective  By-Laws. 


B.   Water  Supply  Protection  District 

1.  Purpose 

The  purposes  of  the  Water  Supply  Protection  District  are  to  pro- 
mote the  health,   safety  and  welfare  of  the  community  by  protecting 
and  preserving  the  surface  and  groundwater  supply  resources  of 
Williamsburg  from  any  use  of  land  or  structures  which  reduce  the 
quality  or  quantity  of  it's  water  supply  resources. 

2.  Scope  of  Authority 

The  Water  Supply  Protection  District  is  an  overlay  district  and 
shall  be  superimposed  on  the  other  districts  established  by  this 
by-law.     All  regulations  of  the  Williamsburg  Zoning  By-Law  ap- 
plicable to  such  underlying  districts  shall  remain  in  effect  ex- 
cept that  where  the  Water  Supply  Protection  District  imposes  ad- 
ditional regulations,   such  regulations  shall  prevail. 

3.  District  Delineation  * 

The  Water  Supply  Protection  District  is  herein  established  to  in- 
clude all  lands  within  the  Town  of  Williamsburg  lying  within  the 
primary  and  secondary  recharge  areas  of  groundwater  aquifiers  and 
watershed  areas  of  reservoirs  which  provide  public  water  supply. 
The  map  entitled:     Water  Supply  Protection  District,  Town  of 
Williamsburg,   on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,   delineates  the  bound- 
aries of  the  district. 

Where  the  bounds  delineated  are  in  doubt  or  in  dispute,   the  burden 
of  proof  shall  be  upon  the  owner (s)   of  the  land  in  question  to  show 
where  they  should  be  properly  indicated.     At  the  request  of  the 
owner (s),   the  Town  may  engage  a  professional  hydrogeologist  to  de- 
termine more  accurately  the  location  and  extent  of  an  acquifer 
recharge,   or  watershed  area.     In  the  case  of  a  determination  by 
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a  hydrogeologist  that  the  bounds  delineated  on  the  above-said 
map  are  incorrect  for  the  property  in  question,   the  Town  shall 
pay  for  the  investigation.     In  the  case  of  a  determination  by 
a  hydrogeologist  that  the  bounds  delineated  on  the  above-said 
map  are  correct  for  the  property  in  question,   the  owner (s)  shall 
pay  for  the  investigation. 

4.  Prohibited  Uses 

a.  Business  and  industrial  uses,   not  agricultural,  which  manu- 
facture,  use  process,   store  or  dispose  of  hazardous  materials 
or  wastes  as  a  principal  activity,   including  but  not  limited 
to  metal  plating,   chemical  manufacturing,  wood  preserving, 
furniture  stripping,  dry  cleaning  and  auto  body  repair. 

b.  Trucking  or  bus  terminals  motor  vehicle  gasoline  sales. 

c.  Car  washes,  except  when  located  on  public  water  and  sewer. 

d.  Solid  waste  landfills,  dumps,   junk  and  salvage  yards,  with 
the  exception  of  the  disposal  of  brush  and  stumps. 

e.  Business  and  industrial  uses,   not  agricultural,  which  involve 
the  on-site  disposal  of  process  wastes  from  operations. 

f.  Disposal  of  liquid  or  leachable  wastes,   except  for  residen- 
tial subsurface  waste  disposal  systems,   normal  agricultural 
operations  and  business  or  industrial  uses  ehich  involve  the 
on  site  disposal  of  wastes  from  personal  hygiene  and  food 
preparation  for  patrons  and  employees. 

g.  Underground  storage  and/or  transmission  of  petroleum  products 
excluding  liquified  petroleum  gas,   unless  all  requirements 
for  secondary  containment  specified  in  310  CMR  30.693  are  met. 

h.  Outdoor  storage  of  salt,   de-icing  materials,   pesticides  or 
herbicides . 

i.  The  use  of  septic  system  cleaners  which  contain  toxic  chemi- 
cals. 

j.     The  rendering  impervious  of  more  than  20%  of  the  area  of  any 
single  lot. 

5.  Restricted  Uses 

a.  Excavation  for  removal  of  earth,   sand,   gravel  and  other  soils 
shall  not  extend  closer  than  five    (5)    feet  above  the  annual 
high  groundwater  table.     A  monitoring  well  shall  be  installed 
by  the  property  owner  to  verify  groundwater  elevations. 

This  section  shall  not  apply  to  excavations  incidental  to 
permitted  uses,   including  but  not  limited  to  providing  for  the 
installation  or  maintenance  of  structural  foundations,  fresh- 
water ponds,   utility  conduits  or  on-site  sewage  disposal. 

1.     Access  road(s)    to  extractive  operation  sites  shall  in- 
clude a  gate  or  other  secure  machanism  to  restrict 
public  access  to  the  site. 

b.  The  use  of  sodium  chloride  for  ice  control  shall  be  mini- 
mized,  consistent  with  public  highway  safety  requirements. 

c.  Commercial  fertilizers,  pesticides,   herbicides,   or  other 
leachable  materials  shall  not  be  used  in  amounts  which  result 
in  groundwater  contamination. 

d.  Above  ground  storage  tanks  for  oil,   gasoline  or  other  petro- 
leum products  shall  be  p;aced  in  a  building  on  a  diked,  im- 
permeable surface  to  prevent  spills  or  leaks  from  reaching 
groundwater.     Floor  drains  shall  be  plugged  to  prevent  dis- 
charges of  leaks. 

6.  Drainage 

a.     All  runoff  from  impervious  surfaces  shall  be  recharged  on  the 
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site  by  being  diverted  toward  areas  covered  with  vegetation 
for  surface  infiltration  to  the  extent  possible.     Dry  wells 
shall  be  used  only  where  other  methods  are  infeasible,  and 
shall  be  perceded  by  oil,   grease  and  sediment  traps  to  fa- 
cilitate removal  of  contamination.     All  recharge  areas  shall 
be  permanintly  maintained  in  full  working  order  by  owner. 

7.     Uses  By  Special  Permit 

A  special  permit  must  be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  for 
any  new  commercial  or  industrial  use  in  the  district,   even  if  such 
use  is  permitted  in  the  underlying  district.     Any  enlargement,  in- 
tensification,  or  a  alteration  of  a  non-conforming  use  existing  in 
the  district  when  the  district  was  adopted  by  Town  Meeting  shall 
also  require  a  special  permit,   in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  V  3.b  of  this  by-law. 
a.     Requirements  for  Special  Permit  in  the  Water  Supply  Protec- 
tion District.     The  applicant  shall  file  six  (6)   copies  of  a 
site  plan  with  the  Board  of  Appeals.     The  site  plan  shall  at 
a  minimum  include  the  following  information  where  pertinent: 

1.  Provisions  to  prevent  contamination  of  groundwater  by 
petroleum  products,   hazardous  materials  or  wastes; 

2.  Drainage  recharge  features  and  provisions  to  prevent 
loss  of  recharge; 

3.  Provisions  to  control  soil  erosion,   sedimentation  and 
soil  compaction; 

4.  Provisions  to  prevent  seepage  from  sewer  pipes; 

5.  A  complete  list  of  chemicals,   pesticides,   fuels  and 
other  potentially  hazardous  materials  to  be  used  or 
stored  on  the  premises  in  quantities  greater  than  those 
associated  with  normal  household  use.     Those  business- 
es using  or  storing  such  hazardous  materials  shall  file 
a  definitive  operating  plan  which  shall  comply  with 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Williamsburg  Board  of 
Health  and  other  applicable  local,   state  and  federal 
regulations . 

6.  Evidence  of  compliance  with  the  Regulations  of  the 
Massachusetts  Hazardous  Waste  Management  Act  310  CMR  30. 

b.     Procedures  for  Special  Permit  in  the  Water  Supply  Protection 
District : 

1.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  distribute  copies  of  all 
application  materials  to  the  Planning  Board,   the  Board 
of  Health,   the  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Water 
Commissioners,   each  of  which  shall  review  the  applica- 
tion and,    following  a  vote,   shall  submit  recommenda- 
tions and  comments  to  the  Board  of  Appeals.     Failure  of 
boards  to  make  recommendations  within  35  days  of  dis- 
tribution of  the  applications  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
lack  of  opposition.     One  copy  of  the  application  ma- 
terials shall  be  transmitted  to  or  retained  by  the  Town 
Clerk  for  viewing  by  the  public  during  office  hours. 

2.  After  the  35  day  period  for  comment  by  other  boards  and 
departments,   and  after  due  notice,   the  Board  of  Appeals 
shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  petition  for  a 
special  permit.     The  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  the  re- 
quested special  permit  only  upon  finding  that  the  pro- 
posed use  meets  the  following  standards  and  those  spe- 
cified in  Section  VII   5.g.   of  this  by-law.     The  pro- 
posed use  must: 

--in  no  way,   during  construction  or  thereafter,  ad- 
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versely  affect  the  existing  or  potential  quality  or 
quantity  of  water  that  is  available  in  the  Water 
Supply  Protection  District,  and; 
--be  designed  to  avoid  substantial  disturbance  of  the 
soils,   topography  drainage,   vegetation  and  other 
water  related  natural  characteristics  of  the  site  to 
be  developed. 

3.   The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  not  grant  a  special  permit 
under  this  section  unless  the  petitioner's  application 
materials  include,   in  the  board's  opinion,  sufficiently 
detailed,  definite  and  credible  information  to  support 
positive  findings  in  relation  to  the  standards  given  in 
P.    7.   b.2  above. 

Add  to  Section  XII  -  Definitions 

Aquifer:  Geologic  formation  composed  of  rock  or  sand  and  gravel  that 
contains  significant  amounts  of  potentially  recoverable  po- 
table water; 

Groundwater:     All  the  water  found  beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground; 
Hazardous  Waste:     A  waste  which  is  hazardous  to  human  health  or  the 

environment  as  designated  by  the  U.   S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  under  40  CFR  250  and  the  Regulations 
of  the  Massachusetts  Hazardous  Waste  Management  Act, 
M.G.L. ,   Chapter  21C;

pesticide  and  fertilizer  wastes  capable  of  releasing 
water  borne  contaminants  to  the  environment; 

Primary  Aquifer  Recharge  Area:     Areas  which  are  underlain  by  surficial 

geologic  deposits  including  glacioflu- 
vial  or  lacustrine  stratified  drift 
deposits  or  alluvium  or  swamp  deposits, 
and  in  which  the  prevailing  direction 
of  groundwater  flow  is  toward  water 
supply  wells. 

Secondary  Aquifer  Recharge  Area:     Areas  which  are  underlain  by  surficial 

geologic  deposits  including  till  or 
bedrock,   and  in  which  the  prevailing 
direction  of  surface  waterflow  is 
toward  water  supply  wells. 
Watershed  Area:     Lands  lying  adjacent  to  water  courses  or  bodies  which 
create  the  catchment  or  drainage  areas  of  such  water 
bodies  or  courses.

Under  B.3,    "District  delineation".

In  struggling  with  problems  arising  out  of  the  numerous  new 
houses  being  built  in  town  this  year,   the  Board  adopted  new  policies 
administered  by  the  Highway  Superintendent  regulating  driveways  to 
eliminate  water  flow  and  poor  visibility  for  vehicles  entering  the 
road. 

Real  estate  development  as  a  whole  has  been  on  everyone's  mind. 
The  Board  has  tried  to  keep  abreast  of  the  situation  through  confer- 
ring with  the  Planning  Board,   Board  of  Appeals  and  Building  Inspector 
So  far,  we  seem  sufficiently  organized  to  control  events  on  behalf  of 
the  town. 

As  ever,   the  problem  of  dog  control  continues.     Volunteers  for 
dog  officer,   please  call! 

We  are  fortunate  to  participate  in  a  successful  grant  applica- 
tion for  housing  rehabilitation  funds,   administered  through  the 
Hilltown  CDC. 

As  the  year  closes,  we  have  had  forcefully  brought  to  our  at- 
tention that  the  town  roads  will  shortly  require  considerable  in- 
vestment.    We  are  holding  the  status  quo  for  another  year  to  let  us 
come  to  financial  grips  with  the  re-opening  of  the  James  School.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY   SUPERINTENDENT   19  86 

To:     Board  of  Selectmen 

The  winter  storms  in  1986  totaled  less  snow  than  usual,  however 
the  occurance  of  ice  storms  increased  the  amount  of  materials  used 
during  the  winter  season.     There  were  12  snow  storms,   several  of 
which  either  started  or  ended  as  ice  storms.     In  addition  there  were 
4  ice  storms.     The  combined  amounts  of  snow  totaled  43  inches.  The 
town  used  180  tons  of  salt  and  7,000  tons  of  sand. 

Nearly  $19,000  was  granted  to  the  Town  to  repair  damage  caused 
by  Hurricane  Gloria  which  occured  in  September  1985.     This  money  was 
appropriated  into  the  Highway  Department  budget  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  in  April   1986  and  was  used  to  gravel  and  grade  the  roads 
where  hurricane  damage  occured. 

During  the  spring  clean  up  time  we  were  able  to  purchase  a  used 
street  sweeper.     The  purchase  came  too  late  in  the  season  for  us  to 
complete  all  of  the  sweeping  we  desired.     It  was  used  enough  however, 
for  the  purchase  price  to  be  offset  by  the  normal  contract  fee  for 
a  private  sweeper.     Servicing  and  several  improvements  were  done  to 
the  sweeper  during  the  winter  months.     We  are  ready  for  an  early  start, 
weather  permitting.     It  is  an  advantage  to  enjoy  the  convenience  of 
owning  such  machinery  that  enables  the  sceduling  of  work  at  our  con- 
venience and  not  the  contractors. 

A  construction  project  was  started  on  Hyde  Hill  Road.     To  date 
the  project  is  unfinished  with  the  shaping,   drainage  and  graveling 
done  and  the  final  grading,   surface  sealing  and  seeding  remaining. 
It  is  our  desire  to  continue  the  widening  and  drainage  down  Hyde  Hill 
to  blend  into  the  existing  hard  surfaced  road.     The  next  State  Aid 
Funds  should  be  enough  to  finish  these  portions  of  the  project  how- 
ever,  not  enough  to  finish  the  road  to  the  Town  line. 

Should  the  availability  of  Funds  permit,   it  would  seem  a  wise 
move  to  include  the  purchase  of  a  four  wheel  drive  truck  to  replace 
the  existing  pickup  truck  in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

I  wish  to  use  this  media  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,   the  various  persons  and  contractors  and  especially  to 
the  Highway  Department  employees,   John  Kolosewicz  and  Linwood  Clark, 
for  their  efforts  toward  keeping  the  Highway  Department  and  it's  * 
projects  running  smoothly,   thus  making  the  Highway  Superintendent's 
job  enjoyable.

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Oliver  Smith  Will,   several  towns- 
people listed  in  the  following  categories  received  benefits  during 
this  year.     One  nurse  $360.00,    four  brides   $400.00,   one  boy  completed 
program  $600.00,   one  boy  was  removed  from  list,   one  widow  $200.00, 
for  a  total  of  $1,560.00. 

Trade  persons  working  under  an  apprenticeship  program  may  apply 
for  benefits  before  the  age  of  19,   but  must  serve  until  the  age  of 
21.     The  sum  of  $600.00  will  be  palced  in  a  bank  until  that  person 
reaches  the  age  of  21.     The  one  year's  interest  is  paid  to  Smith 
Charities  and  this  money  is  in  turn  given  to  the  trades  person  at 
the  age  of  22.     Brides    (first  marriage  only  applying  within  90  days 
after  marriage)   may  qualify  for  a  gift  of  $100.00.     Nursing  students 
may  apply  within  six  months  after  entry  into  a  nursing  school  for  a 
$360.00  gift  upon  graduating  with  an  R.N.   Degree.     Widows  with  child- 
ren under  18,   who  do  not  remarry  and  do  remain  within  the  town,  may 
apply  for  $200.00  annually.

The  Board  of  Health  had  an  incredibly  busy  year.     During  1986  the 
Board  has: 

--Responded  to  an  ever  increasing  number  of  rental  housing  complaints. 
— Made  routine  inspections  of  restaurants  and  stores. 

--Attended  several  seminars  regarding  public  health  issues  sponsored 
by  the  Western  Region  Department  of  Public  Health. 

— Performed  many  site  inspections  regarding  health  and  sanitation 
issues . 

--Performed  inspection  for  new  business  and  for  business  expansion 
and  remodeling. 

--Condemed  one  housing  property. 

— Investigated,  with  the  aid  of  Regional  and  State  health  officials, 
an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 

--Established  better  service  at  our  Transfer  Station  and  Stump  Dump. 

--Become  more  fiscally  involved  with  our  continuing  support  for  the 
local  Visiting  Nurse  Association. 

--Continued  to  support,    financially,   the  Goshen  Ambulance. 

--Worked  for  the  successful  development  of  the  Water  Protection 
District . 

--Reviewed  and  commented  upon  numerous  proposed  housing  developments. 

— Resolved  several  perc-test,   septic  system  design  controversies. 

— Continued  to  dye  test  for  existing  septic  system  failure. 

--Successfully  begun  recycling  newsprint  at  our  transfer  station. 
Each  loaded  box  will  save  the  Town  more  than  $600.00. 

The  Board  has  had  some  areas  where  failure  seems  to  be  our  opera- 
tional watch-word: 

— We  have  been  hard-pressed  to  maintain  a  regular  schedule  of  res- 
taurant and  store  inspections.     W  have  spent  too  much  of  our  Code 
Enforcement  time  responding  to  complaints  or  problems  and  not 
enough  time  on  prevention  and  education.     This  can  only  be  ad- 
dressed through  added  personnel. 

--We  have  been  unable  to  obtain  an  Animal  Inspector. 

--The  Town  also  continues  to  NOT  have  a  dog  officer.      (There  have 
been  numerous  dog  bite  cases  during  the  past  year.) 
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•We  have  been  unable  to  slow  the  rapid  escalation  in  costs  of  trash 
and  rubbish  removal.     In  an  attempt  at  achieving  the  widest  dis- 
semination of  information  regarding  this  problem  we  are  appending, 
here  in  the  Town  Report,   the  footnotes  for  the  Board  of  Health 
Fiscal  1988  Budget,   supplied  to  the  Town's  Finance  Committee.  We 
have  attended  and  participated  in  the  regional    (Hampshire  County) 
sessions  concerning  waste  removal  and  landfill  problems.     We  in- 
vite the  citizenries  constructive  comments  and  ideas.

BUDGET  FOOTNOTES 

(1)  We  propose  a  modest  increase  in  salary  for  Board  members.  The 
tasks  required  and  the  time  involved  in  Board  duties  has  in- 
creased dramatically  over  the  last  few  years.     Salaries  have 
been  divided  equally  among  the  three    (3)   members.     New  salary 
will  be  $800.00  per  member  per  year. 

(2)  No  increase  from  fiscal  1987. 

(3)  We  anticipate  yet  another  increase  in  the  Goshen  Ambulance 
Service  charge.  Even  at  the  increased  rates  the  ambulance 
service  is  a  bargain.     Williamsburg  pays  50%  of  the  costs. 

(4)  We  are  again  asking  for  monies  to  fund  an  agent  for  the  Board. 
The  proposed  increase  is  $5,000.00.     This  money  added  to  cur- 
rent Code  Enforcement  would  give  us  $8,000.00  to  use  toward 
hiring  part-time  professional  help.     Williamsburg  is  no  longer 
the  rural,   bucolic  community  in  the  foothills: 


a.     During  1986  we  witnessed  the  largest  number  of  success- 
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ful  perc-tests  in  the  Town's  history.    (More  than  40%). 
Perc-tests  are  generally  completed  in  anticipation  of 
construction.     We  should  be  prepared  to  address  devel- 
opment with  professional  public  health  expertise. 

b.  The  Town,   in  a  stroke  of  rare  genius,   enacted  a  Water 
Protection  District  and  has  received  monies  to  purchase 
development  rights  within  that  District.     The  proposed 
Board  of  Health  agent  could  provide  the  Town  with  great 
assistance  in  policing  this  District. 

c.  We  have  more  rental  properties  than  ever  before  and  the 
numbers  of  such  properties  is  increasing.     Rental  hous- 
ing complaints  have  increased  dramatically.     Each  com- 
plaint requires  a  site  visit,   inspection,   report  and 
followup.     We  have  logged  more  than  50  such  visit/in- 
spection actions  during  the  immediately  preceeding  12 
months.     A  Board  Agent  would  be  particularly  useful  in 
this  endeavor. 

d.  We  have  an  increase  in  the  number  and  sophistication  of 
local  businesses.     Horizon  Camp  with  it's  large  scale 
kitchen;     Woodside  Restaurant  now  serving  on  an  outside 
deck;   Williamsburg  General  Store  with  a  sophisticated 
bakery  operation;   several  new  businesses  have  opened 

at  the  old  Mill  Site  Shops;   and  The  Christmas  Inn  a 
large  successful  restaurant  requiring  much  more  atten- 
tion than  we  have  been  able  to  provide. 

e.  The  Town  has  several  proposed  housing  developments  which 
may  require  Board  activity.     Again  we  should  approach 
such  development  with  professional  public  health  know- 
ledge . 

f.  The  Board  believes  that  this  modest  request  for  moder- 
nization of  the  procedures  of  the  Board  is  justified. 
We  should  have  all  of  the  businesses  in  Town  on  regular 
schedules   for  inspection.     We  believe  that  restaurants 
should  be  visited  at  least  bi-monthly  and  that  other 
food  vendors  should  be  visited  at  least  twice  a  year. 
Other  special  occasion  establishments    (American  Legion, 
Burgy  Bullets,   Fire  Department,   Churches)    should  also 
be  visited  regularly.     The  establishment  of  such  a  reg- 
ular visit  schedule  will  require  professional  personnell. 
We  believe  the  part-time  approach  and  the  very  modest 
investment  should  be  approved. 

We  have  included  $25,000.00  in  the  proposed  budget  for  in- 
creased Sanitation  costs.     On  December   17,    1986  we  were  noti- 
fied by  Calduwood  Enterprises  of  an  increase  in  the  dumping 
fees  effective  January  1,    1987.      "Effective  January  1,  1987 
the  dumping  fee  on  the  compactor  pulls  will  be  $483.00  per  load. 
Please  be  aware  that  this  is  a  dumping  fee  increase  only." 
The  demise  of  the  HERCO  project  in  Holyoke  leaves  us  in  a  great 
quandry.      If  there  are  no  further  increases  during  the  rest  of 
Fiscal  87  we  feel  that  this  proposed  budget  will  be  sufficient. 
If  other  increases  are  passed  on  to  the  Town  then  we  will  have 
to  come  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  such  monies.     A  number 
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of  factors  regarding  the  Transfer  station  and  Stump  Dump  should 
be  placed  on  the  table: 

a.  We  are  operating  with  two    (2)    persons  at  the  site.  We 
have  a  Dump-Master    (Joseph  Armstrong-who  is  doing  an 
excellent  job  under  somewhat  trying  conditions)    and  an 
Assistant  Dump-Master    (Joseph  Brin-who  is  slowly  bring- 
ing some  order  to  the  Stump  Dump) .     Their  combined 
salaries  are  $7,500.00  per  year. 

b.  Federal  and  State  rules  regarding  disposal  of  many  ma- 
terials are  making  the  operation  of  even  a  transfer 
station  tricky.     A  large  list  of  toxic  materials  can/ 
should  not  be  placed  in  the  compactor.     Signs  will  be 
placed  at  the  compactor  informing  the  citizenry  of  those 
materials . 

c.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  get  anyone  to 
remove  metal  waste.     Again  a  new  series  of  Government 
regulations  has  made  the  disposal  of  many  metal  mater- 
ials difficult.     We  have  been  able  to  negotiate  the  re- 
moval of  the  current  metal  pile.     This  should  be  ac- 
complished by  mid-January. 

d.  As  witness  to  the  growth  of  the  town  we  seem  to  have  an 
endless  supply  of  discarded  mattresses  and  furniture 

of  all  types. 

e.  We  have  been  successful  in  recycling  newsprint.  Thus 
saving,   at  the  new  costs,   approximately  $600.00  per 
load.     We  are  planning  to  place  a  sign  at  the  paper  re- 
ceptacle encouraging  the  recycling  of  newsprint,  its 
proper  packaging  and  stacking. 

f.  We  are  going  to  seriously  consider  a  large/special  item 
dump  charge.  (Example:  $5.00  for  a  ref ridgerator ;  $2.00 
for  a  mattress) .  The  site  will  be  appropriately  marked 
and  notice  will  be  given  prior  to  enacting  this  fee. 

g.  We  are  also  considering  not  accepting,   except  during 
special  clean-up  campaigns:     batteries,   paint,  pesti- 
cides,  aerosols  etc.     Again  appropriate  notice  will  be 
given . 

h.  During  the  last  12  months  the  Transfer  Station  had  149 
pulls  of  compacted  or  open  box  materials.     This  level

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT  1986 


The  Conservation  Commission  holds  a  posted  monthly  meeting  on  the 
second  Thursday  of  each  month  at  7:00  P.M.   at  the  Town  Offices.  Nu- 
merous site  inspections  are  also  made  when  needed.     The  major  duty  of 
the  Commission  is  the  administration  of  the  Wetland  Protection  Act, 
General  Law  131,   Section  40,   within  the  Town  of  Williamsburg.     The  Act 
has  jurisdiction  over  any  activity  within  a  wetland,    floodplain,  river, 
stream  or  within  a  buffer  zone  of  100  feet  from  those  areas.   No  pro- 
ject shall  commence  in  any  area  protected  by  law  without  prior  filing 
of  a  Notice  of  Intent  with  the  Conservation  Commission. 

During  1986  the  Commission  held  1  public  hearing,    for  a  parking 
lot  within  the  buffer  zone.     The  Commission  issued  an  Order  of  Con- 
ditions and  the  project  has  been  completed.     A  Certificate  of  Com- 
pliance was  issued  for  work  completed  on  another  project. 

Our  regular  duties  included  the  review  of  numerour  Forest  Cutting 
Plans  and  the  roadside  herbicide  spraying  project.     Many  on-site  in- 
spections were  completed,   to  satisfy  requests  for  determination,  com- 
plaints and  to  check  on  the  progress  of  projects  in  process.     One  re- 
gular meeting  was  held  with  the  developers  of  the  Cider  Mill  project 
to  review  their  plot  plan.     There  will  be  a  public  hearing  on  their 
wetlands  issues  at  a  later  date.     Members  have  attended  Board  of  Appeals 
and  Planning  Board  hearings  related  to  conservation  issues.     They  were 
concerned  with  the  bikeway,   Cider  Mill  development  and  the  Ducharme 
building  permit  request. 

Two  members  attended  a  conservation  workshop  sponsored  by  the  Mass. 
Association  of  Conservation  Commissions,   Inc.     It  dealt  with  the  Wet- 
land permit  procedures,   identification  and  forest  cutting  practices. 
The  Commission  supported  the  Town's  application  for  the  grant  funds 
from  the  Aquifer  Land  Acquisition  Program.     A  Conservation  Commission 
member  served  on  the  Groundwater  Protection  Committee,   which  worked 
to  complete  and  submit  the  application.     Williamsburg  was  accepted  by 
the  State  for  this  program. 

With  the  increasing  pressure  of  development  on  the  Town's  resources 
the  Commission  has  increased  communication  with  related  town  boards  in 
order  to  be  aware  of  possible  proposed  wetland  alterations.     The  Plan- 
ning Board  has  agreed  to  have  applicants  delineate  the  wetlands  and 
the  boardering  100  ft.   buffer  zone  on  plot  plans  submitted  to  the  town. 
We  have  also  asked  that  the  Building  Inspector  include  a  form  on 
building  permit  applications  where  the  applicant  can  state  if  their 
proposed  project  falls  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Wetlands  Protec- 
tion Act.     These  measures  will  aid  in  compliance  with  the  act. 

Copies  of  the  wetlands  regulations  and  application  forms  are  a- 
vailable  at  the  Town  Office  upon  request.

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RECREATION  COMMITTEE  ANNUAL  REPORT   19  86 

This  past  year  represented  another  fun,  productive  and  energy 
filled  period  for  the  Recreation  Committee  and  the  participants  in 
Recreation  sponsored  programs. 

Summer  saw  the  completion  of  the  new  building  at  the  Ellen  Ames 
Field  in  Haydenville.     This  provides  the  recreation  area  with  rest- 
room  facilities,   a  storage  room  and  a  concession  pavilion.  The 
Summer  Recreation  Program  averaged  40  -  50  children  in  attendance 
each  day.     Besides  art,   crafts,   sports  and  games,   the  agenda  included 
weekly  visits  to  Look  Park  and  Interskate  91  in  Hadley.     An  outing  to 
the  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame  in  Springfield  and  the  Holyoke  Children's 
Museum  proved  interesting  to  both  the  younger  and  the  older  children. 
Construction  at  the  school  sites  in  Williamsburg  mandated  the  use  of 
St.   Mary's  Church  in  Haydenville  as   "home  base"   for  the  five  weeks 
of  the  program  and  we  would  like  to  extend  our  gratitude  to  Fr.  Bonne- 
ville for  his  support  and  cooperation. 

In  the  Fall,   the  elementary  school  age  boys'   and  girls'  soccer 
program  attracted  25  participants.     The  highlight  of  the  successful 
season  was  our  defeat  of  a  tough  Hatfield  team  by  a  score  of  3-1. 
Restoration  of  the  baseball  diamond  at  the  Ellen  Ames  field  also  began. 

There  was  a  significant  delay  in  the  start  of  our  Winter  programs 
due  to  the  unavailability  of  the  Dunphy  gym.     Once  in  gear,   everyone  was 
anxious  to  make  up  for  the  lost  time.     Adult  mens'   and  womens '  basket- 
ball  ,   volleyball  and  elementary  and  Junior  High  boys'   team  completed 
its'   most  successful  season  in  recent  years  with  an  8-1  win/loss  re- 
cord that  included  victories  over  Hatfield,   Northampton,  Easthampton 
and  Gateway.

Competition.     The  tennis  courts  in  Haydenville  invited  both  new  and 
experienced  racquet  enthusiasts.     Monthly  mixed  doubles  tournaments 
provided  an  opportunity  for  light-hearted  competition  and  socializing.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT  1986 

The  Chief  of  Police  respectfully  submits  the  following  report 
for  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December   31,  1986. 

On  July  1,    1986,   the  department  took  possession  of  a  new,  fully 
equipped,    1986  Ford  police  cruiser.     With  the  purchase  of  this  new 
cruiser,   the  department  has  two  operational  cruisers.     What  this 
means  to  the  town  is  that  when  an  officer  must  attend  court  sessions 
in  Northampton,   or  be  out  of  town  on  any  other  police  related  bus- 
iness,  the  back-up  cruiser  will  be  available,   for  response,   to  the 
officer  who  is  designated  as  the  back-up  officer  of  the  day. 

During  the  1986  calendar  year  the  department  issued  one  hundred 
and  eighty  citations  for  various  motor  vehicle  violations  on  Town 
roads  and  Route  9. 

Thirty  accidents  were  investigated  by  the  department  and  sixty 
investigations  were  conducted.     Thirteen  arrests  were  made  during 
the  year. 

Eighteen  License  to  Carry  applications  were  processed  and  li- 
censes issued. 

Sixteen  Fire  Arms  Identification  Cards  were  processed  and  issued. 

The  total  number  of  man  hours  worked  from  January  1,    1986  to 
December  31,    1986  wer  three  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty  seven. 

The  department  numbers  one  part-time  police  chief,   six  part-time 
police  officers,   one  part-time  policewoman,   and  one  secretary /dis- 
patcher . 

On  November  10,    1986,   the  Selectmen  appointed  a  committee  to 
study  the  needs  of  the  Police  Department  for  a  full-time  police  of- 
ficer and  appropriate  skill  level.     Estimate  the  cost,   compare  the 
costs  to  other  comparable  sized  towns,    including  cost  of  using  and 
maintaining  the  cruiser  full  time.     The  report  to  be  due  by  Monday, 
January   5,  1987. 

The  department  accepted  with  deep  regret,   the  resignation  of 
Joan  Baldwin  as  secretary /dispatcher .     On  behalf  of  the  Williams- 
burg Police  Department,    I  wish  to  thank  Joan  for  her  many  years  of 
faithful  and  dedicated  service  to  the  department  and  to  the  Town 
of  Williamsburg.     This  position  has  been  filled  by  Rowena  Golash, 
28  Kingsley  Avenue,   Haydenville,  MA.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  CHIEF   198  6 

The  Williamsburg  Fire  Department  answered  41  calls  during 

1986.     They  were  as  follows:     9  chimney  fires,  4  vehicle  fires,  5 

vehicle  accidents,    4  appliance  malfunctions,    3  structure  fires,  2 

grass  and  woodland  fires,    1  hazardous  material  incident,    4  mutual 
aid  calls,   and  9  micellanious  call. 

The  majority  of  time  spent  by  the  firefighters  is  given  to  the 
Town  in  time  spent  at  practice,   drills,   or  programs.     The  Fire  Dept. 
members  attend  drill  in  our  own  Department,   combined  drills  with 
Chesterfield  and  Goshen  Fire  Departments,  programs  organized  by  the 
Hampshire  County  Fire  Defense  Association  and  courses  presented  by 
the  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy. 

Training  has  included  some  preparation  for  special  problems. 
Hazardous  material  is  of  special  interest.      It  appears  that  we  will 
not  have  the  resources  to  deal  with  hazardous  chemical  situations 
any  time  soon.     Training  revolves  around  identifying  the  hazard  and 
preventing  exposure  or  injury. 

We  participated  in  learning  procedures  to  perform  verticle  or 
steep  angle  rescue. 

A  difficult  problem  we  continue  to  work  with  is  created  by  long 
or  steep  driveways  which  provide  at  best,   difficult  access  for  Fire 
aparatus  and  during  snow,    ice  or  soft  spring  conditions,   no  access 
at  all  during  the  winter  months. 

An  Article  for  an  appropriation  will  be  presented  at  Town  Meet- 
ing to  purchase  a  new  fire  engine  to  replace  the  1966  engine  kept  in 
the  Williamsburg  Fire  Station. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Firefighters  and  Officers  of  the 
Williamsburg  Fire  Department  without  whose  dedication  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment would  not  function.

The  Haydenville-Williamsburg  Regional  Center  has  had  a  very  in- 
teresting year.     We  present  to  you  some  of  the  events  and  highlights 
that  happened. 

In  May,  Older  American's  month,  we  shared  in  an  EXPO  sponsored  by 
the  Highland  Valley  Elder  Services  and  area  Councils  which  took  place 

at  the  Hampshire  Mall  from  May  29  -  June  2.     We  had  a  small  Log 
Cabin  as  a  backdrop  for  our  Maple  Syrup  sales,   a  food  table  and  a 
crafts  display.     Our  Council  members  volunteered  throughout  the  EXPO 
in  shifts.     In  summary,    it  was  very  successful. 

As  a  Regional  Center,   which  includes  Plainfield,  Cummington, 
Goshen,   Westhampton,   Chesterfield  and  Williamsburg,   the  responsibil- 
ities of  a  Director  increased.      Our  NEWSLETTER,    issued  quarterly, 
increased  the  mailing  list  from  the  original  260  to  916.     We  have  a 
wonderful  corps  of  volunteers  and  the  Council  Board  is  deeply  grate- 
ful for  all  thier  cooperation.     This  added  workload  indicated  that 
we  needed  an  assistant  for  the  Director.     This  was  accomplished  in 
the  hiring  of  Terry  Gingras  as  Director's  Assistant. 

In  August  we  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Martha  Hess, 
our  Director.     By  vote  of  the  Council  Board,    it  was  agreed  that 
Terry  Gingras  be  establised  as  the  Director,   enabling  us  to  continue 
without  interruption.     She  continued  with  us  until  December  when  be- 
cause of  family  responsibilities,    she  resigned.     We  entered  1987  in 
the  process  of  procuring  a  Director.     During  January  and  February 
the  Search  Committee  completed  and  approved  a  candidate  which  they 
presented  at  the  February  Board  meeting.     Miss  Deidre  Scott  will 
join  us  on  March  2,   as  the  Director. 

The  project  of  selling  Maple  Syrup  from  the  Drop-In  Center  has 
added  to  our  Activities  Fund(s)   which  are  used  toward  making  our 
monthly  Birthday  luncheons  special  with  favors  and  decorations. 
This  last  year  we  held  our  Annual  Christmas  luncheon  at  the  Whale 
Inn  with  119  seniors  and  guest  present  at  which  time  we  dipped  into 
Activities  Fund  for  favors,   etc.     At  that  time  we  also  had  for  sale 
some  maple  syrup  in  small  pint-size  Log  Cabin  containers.     We  have 
other  special  luncheons  during  the  year. 

We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.   Donald  Williston  of  the 
Visiting  Nurses  Association  come  to  serve  our  Blood  Pressure  Clinic 
that  is  held  monthly  and  is  open  to  the  public.     This  is  much  ap- 
preciated as  there  is  a  need  for  this  service  throughout  the  town 
and  regional  areas.     There  is  a  Foot  Clinic  as  well  and  is  held  by 
scheduled  group  appointments.     In  this  same  area,   we  do  have  an  ex- 
ercise class  twice  a  week,    supervised  by  a  member  of  the  YMCA  staff 
and  is  very  well  attended  by  as  many  as  wish  to   join.     There   is  a 
small  fee  charged  for  the  director  of  this  project. 

If  you  have  not  visited  the  Senior  Center,  do  come  in  and  try 
our  new  Bentwood  rockers,  three  of  them,  that  replace  some  of  our 
original   lounge  chairs. 

To  the  Town  of  Williamsburg,   we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation 
for  their  cooperation  and  understanding  of  our  needs.     We  look  for- 
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ward  to  this  new  year  of  continued  activities  and  progress  within 
the  Drop-In  Center  and  Meal  Site  under  the  excellent  supervision 
of  their  new  Director,   Emma  Hall,  who  replaced  Mrs.   Carol  Ulshoef- 
fer  who  resigned.

I  am  happy  to  report  that  there  is  a  renewed  spirit  of  interest, 
concern,   enthusiasm  and  support  for  our  schools  throughout  the  five 
town  school  district.     This  is  evidenced  by  the  increased  participation 
of  community  leaders,   educators  and  community  people  in  the  numerous 
school  related  projects  continued  or  initiated  in  Fiscal  1986 

There  have  been  numerous  committees  working  on  plans  for  remodelin 
the  renovation  of  facilities  with  many  projects  completed  during  FY  86 
and  more  projects  being  planned  for  the  next  three  years.     The  State's 
financial  incentives  have  helped  us  to  seriously  consider  these  project 
but  the  final  reality  rests  with  our  communities  and  their  desire  to 
provide  a  healthy  and  safe  environment  for  our  young  children. 

We  have  also  witnessed  an  increased  participation  in  the  develop- 
ment of  federal  and  State  Grant  Programs  going  from  15  in  FY  85  to  45 
projects  in  FY  86.     These  new  grants  have  increased  our  abilities  to 
assess  student  achievement,   evaluate  curriculum,    improve  teachers' 
salaries,   purchase  new  material,   and  improve  school  facilities.

We  look  forward  to  FY  87  with  much  optimism  as  we  continue  to  work 
cooperatively  for  the  improvement  of  the  educational  opportunities  for 
our  communities.

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HAMPSHIRE  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  ANNUAL  REPORT  1986 

The  Hampshire  Regional  School  Committee  during  the  calendar  year, 
1986,   has  focused  on  the  establishment  of  particular  goals,  which  are: 
communication  with  our  communities;   appropriate  action  in  response  to 
the  Evaluation  Report  for  the  High  School;   our  financial  situation.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  we  will  evaluate  our  progress. 

Communication  with  our  communities  includes  the  budget  process 
which  engenders  the  most  response  from  towns'   people;   the  district- 
wide  study  of  K-12  regionalization  has  also  brought  interested  people 
to  the  meetings.     School  committee  members  attended  town  finance  comm- 
ittee meetings  during  the  development  of  the  FY  87  budgets,   and  expect 
to  repeat  that  participation  for  FY  88. 

The  Evaluation  Report  is  long  and  involved.     At  this  time  we  are 
concerned  with  the  curricular  implication  os  the  report.     The  comm- 
ittee also  recognizes  an  expected  decline  in  student  numbers  and  is 
studying  ways  to  continue  providing  our  students  with  a  broad  educa- 
tion under  the  shrinking  financial  support  consequent  to  reduced  num- 
bers . 

We  are  proud  of  student  achievement  in  many  areas.     We  are  dedica- 
ted to  the  continuation  of  educational  opportunities  which  will  en- 
courage the  growth  of  our  students.     This  year,   Hampshire  Regional  High 
School  students  have  taken  particular  initiative  and  achieved  distinc- 
tion in  subject  areas  across  the  entire  curriculum.     An  entry  in  the 
Boston  Globe  Scholarship  Art  Award  Contest  resulted  in  a  Gold  Key  A- 
ward.     The  newly  organized  Future  Business  Leaders  of  America  took  ex- 
cellent initiative  in  our  school  program,   developing  activities  of 
value  for  the  entire  school.     Five  history  students  who  participated  in 
Western  Mass.     Regional  History  Day  Competition  were  selected  to  enter 
in  the  State-Wide  History  Day  event.     Our  student  newspaper,  "Here's 
Hampshire",   has  grown  to  a  multi-page  edition.     Through  the  generous 
fund  raising  efforts  of  a  parent  group,   the  paper  is  now  mailed  home 
to  each  student's  family.     Our  athletes  consistently  play  at  the 
championship  level.     The  ongoing  support  of  the  Athletic  Booster  Club 
is  greatly  appreciated  as  it  effectively  assists  in  the  continuation 
of  our  sports  program.     Seven  students  received  Letters  of  Commenda- 
tion for  their  performance  on  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Tests,  in- 
dicating a  high  level  of  learning,   actually  occuring  in  our  students. 
Many  students  participate  in  the  school  variety  show,  which  along  with 
the  Music  Awards,    is  supported  by  the  Music  Booster  Club. 

Funding  for  our  educational  program  is  shared  by  the  State  and  our 
towns.     The  committee  is  actively  pursuing  a  more  equitable  State  comm- 
itment to  predictable  and  fair  funding.     A  further  commitment  of  the 
committee  in  financial  areas  is  the  study  of  K-12  Regionalization 
through  which  an  approximate  $900,000  of  new  money  in  addition  to  our 
present  reimbursements  could  become  available  to  the  Hampshire  Region- 
al School  District  as  a  whole. 

The  on-going  work  of  the  school  committee  has  included  the  devel- 
opment of  a  policy  on  Senior  Privileges;  on  admitting  children  into  the 
school  with  AIDS;     of  the  dispensing  of  non-prescription  medication; 
on  including  the  names  of  absentee  graduates  in  the  list  of  graduates 
read  on  Graduation  night.     Two  resignations  of  long  term  employees  were 
accepted  with  regret,   those  of  Dr.  Theodore  K.   Selkirk,  and  Mr.  Fred-

erick  Rugg.     The  School  Committee  oversaw  the  institution  of  honors 
courses  in  the  Science  Department.     For  the  benefit  of  our  college 
bound  students,   a  system  of  weighting  course  grades  was  developed  to 
indicate  on  students'   transcripts,   the  kind  of  course  in  which  the 
grade  was  earned.     A  new  position  of  Computer  Coordinator  has  been 
described  for  FY  88,   to  be  filled  by  existing  faculty  on  a  small  part- 
time  basis.     The  intent  of  this  position  is  to  facilitate  organizing 
the  rapidly  expanding  computer  area. 

The  Committee  was  pleased  with  the  High  School  Administration's 
inauguration  of  an  Open  House  in  early  October  which,   we  hope,   will  be 
come  an  annual  event.     We  are  also  pleased  with  the  recognition  given 
to  four  of  our  teachers.     Mrs.   Virginia  Ahart  was  accepted  as  a  Histor 
Fellow  in  the  Five  College/Public  School  Partnership  Program.     Mr. Earl 
Tonet  was  made  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  International  Association  of 
Approved  Basketball  Officials.     Mrs.   Johna  Merritt  was  granted  a 
fellowship  by  the  National  Endowment  of  Humanities.     Mr.   James  Salis- 
bury won  a  scholarship  for  summer  study  in  Italy  from  the  Classical 
Association  of  New  England. 

Presently,   education  is  under  serious  scrutiny  nation-wide,  from 
kindergarten  through  the  college  years.     Matters  of  curriculum,  de- 
clining enrollment,    finances,   and  job  training  are  topics  on  the  minds 
of  those  concerned.     These  are  large  issues  for  us  all.     We  look  for 
the  continued  support  of  our  communities  to  deal  with  these  challenges
